| “The present assessment of 
the county, as fixed by the 
Tax Commissioner, is in ex- 
cess of sixteen million dol- 
lars. The assessment of the 
county has been that much 
and more for the last sever- 
al years. 

“In connection with my 
work I have given this mat- 
ter serious thought. Without 
going too much into detail, I 
think the overassessment is 
upon real estate. I think the 
assessment on this year’s 
property in the county should 
be reduced from the sixteen 
million and over, or whatever 
it is, to around eleven million 
dollars, and the _ reduction 
should be on real estate very 
largely. The taxes on this 
species of property are weigh 

ing tco heavily upon our peo- 
ple and in my judgment are 
out of all proportion to the 
actual values.”
